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Cycleway proposals come under fire 


PROPOSALS for a cycleway from the 
Vearse Farm site to Bridport town cen¬ 
tre have come under fire from local 
campaign group Advearse. 

Hallam Land Management is proposing a new 
and improved footway/cycleway link from the 
site towards Bridport town centre and the sur¬ 
rounding areas, including a new cycle/foot¬ 
bridge link across the River Simene to provide 
safe and convenient access to the town centre. 

But members of Advearse claim it will have a 
detrimental affect on traffic flow and cyclists 
will be put at risk if its incorporated with the 
road. 

A spokesperson for Advearse said: “The big 
challenge of Hallam has always been safe ac¬ 
cess from Vearse Farm into Bridport town cen¬ 
tre, especially since residents will be encour¬ 
aged to adopt ‘active modes of sustainable 
travel’. 

“To this end, Hallam want advisory cycle 
lanes 1.5 metres wide introduced to West 
Allington from the junction with Magdalen 
Lane to the town centre. 

“The recommended safe clearance - from Sus- 
trans - for motor vehicles passing a cyclist is 
1.5 metres at 30mph, although some sources 
suggest one metre is sufficient. 

“Rule 163 of the Highway Code says ‘give mo¬ 
torcyclists, cyclists and horse riders as least as 
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much room as you would when overtaking a 
car’ and rule 140 states ‘do not drive or park in 
a cycle lane marked by a broken white line un¬ 
less unavoidable’. 

“The developers declare that the road is 
‘about seven metres wide’ but close to the Mag¬ 
dalen Lane junction, West Allington, it is only 
6.15metres wide - not much room left for mo¬ 
torists when cycle mania hits the residents of 
Vearse Farm. 

“A cyclist may feel safer in the l.Smetre wide 
lane on West Allington and if the travel plan co¬ 
ordinator does his/her job correctly, many 


more people may be persuaded to cycle into 
town - but are they being guided into a trap? 

“Traffic flow will be seriously hindered, vehi¬ 
cles passing cyclists risk collision with oncom¬ 
ing traffic, and cyclists will be exposed to the 
increased exhaust emissions as vehicles accel¬ 
erate having slowed down. 

“Furthermore, the reality is that those re¬ 
sponsible for pursuing the Vearse Farm fantasy 
could see cyclists positively responding to a 
tele-marketing call: ‘have you been involved in 
an accident recently?”’ 

Allington parish councillors have also ex¬ 
pressed their concerns of the proposed cycle 
routes, stating that the plans still don’t show 
good access points and cycle routes that they

Fraud alert 


DORSET Police is alerting residents to new 
and emerging fraud trends affecting the 
county. 

Every month, Dorset Police will be updating 
the new 'Fraud Alert' page on the force web¬ 
site, with emerging fraud trends that are af¬ 
fecting the residents of Dorset. 

Fraud often affects the most vulnerable in 
the community, but anyone can become a tar¬ 
get. Fraudsters do not just target individuals, 
they target businesses too. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard from 
the Economic Crime Unit, said: "People often 
feel embarrassed about being a victim of 
fraud, but there is no reason to be. It can hap¬ 
pen to anyone and it is important you tell us. 

"Reporting fraud helps us to understand the 
new trends and techniques being used by 
criminals and gives us the opportunity to warn 
others before they become victims." 

The UK has a centralised fraud reporting 
centre called Action Fraud. 

They record all incidents, refer cases to the 
police for investigation and provide specialist 
support and advice. 

The Fraud Profile for Dorset shows that 2,406 
crimes were reported between April and 
September 2016. 

The total victim loss was £4.6 million and the 
most commonly targeted victims were aged 
between 60 and 79. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Kennard contin¬ 
ued: "It's easy to be caught out. Fraudsters are 
clever and know how to gain your trust. 

"Make sure you don't give out any personal 
information to anyone unless you have con¬ 
firmed who it is you are speaking to. 

"Remember: you will never be asked for your 
personal banking details, such as passwords 
and PIN numbers. 

"If you are, hang up and contact the organi¬ 
sation/ company back by using a number you 
know, such as one from your latest bill, in the 
telephone book or from their official website. 

"If you receive a suspicious phone call, hang 
up immediately, dial 1471 and note the number 
that called you, then contact Action Fraud on 
0300 123 2040, or online at actionfraud.po¬ 
lice.uk 

"Action Fraud will alert Dorset Police."

Plans for social care hub 


A NEW social care hub in 
Bridport to replace the Fish¬ 
erman's Arms day centre 
could be in the town by Jan¬ 
uary 2019. 

Dorset County Council's 
plans for Bridport Connect 
were unveiled to the public 
earlier this month and will be 
submitted to West Dorset 
District Council in June, with 
work hoping to start in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Architect Kevin Bland said: 
"What we are trying to do is 
make it as flexible as possible 
and as inclusive as possible 
to get everyone on board. 

"We went with a modern 
theme and everyone has re¬ 
ceived it really well. 

"It is seen as where the 
community comes together 
for meetings, talks, lunches - 
it is that sort of multi-purpose 
building." 

Plans include large day 
rooms, a quiet room, a spe¬ 
cialised sensory room, meet¬ 


ing rooms, a conference 
room and a training kitchen. 

Oh Crumbs are also sched¬ 
uled to move into the ground 
floor of the building. 

Mr Bland added: "You have 
got a fantastic facility. Oh 
Crumbs, in the town but it is 
hidden behind a car park. 

"Not many people know it is 
there, it has great regular 
clientele that go there, but 
people passing by wouldn't 
know it was there. 

"It does great meals, great 
service and outside catering 
so we have put it right at the 
front of the building. 

"We are also looking at get¬ 
ting some artwork and the 
artists that use Fisherman's 
Arms day centre have said 
they would be quite happy to 
do a monthly art show and 
decorate the area. 

"We would like to do some¬ 
thing with the Quaker grave¬ 
yard. 

"We would like to sculpture 


that, repair the walls, close it 
off and make it into a quiet 
place so people can go there 
and have a reflective time. 

"We are looking at starting 
in October this year, and it 
will take a year to build, so we 
are hoping it will be ready in 
January 2019." 

The building will be run by 
Tricuro, which is owned by 
Dorset, Bournemouth and 
Poole councils and provides 
social care services to adults 
with a range of needs across 
the county. 

Anja Ford, service director 
at Tricuro, said: "I am really 
excited about it. I think it is a 
fantastic opportunity for the 
community as a whole, for 
everybody, regardless of age 
and disability. 

"I think where before we 
had very separate services, 
this is one opportunity to 
bring people together and to 
get the best outcomes for ev¬ 
erybody."

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Former Bridport councillor voices concern at reduced unitary representation 


FORMER Bridport town and 
district councillor David Tett 
has expressed concern about 
the number of elected repre¬ 
sentatives being reduced 
when the proposed unitary 
authority for Dorset comes 
into being. 

Mr Tett expressed “serious 
reservations” about leaving 
the electorate unrepresented 
when he made one of the prin¬ 
cipal speeches at the ancient 
Lyme Regis mayor-making 
ceremony. 

Mr Tett is the uncle of 
newly-elected Lyme mayor 
Michaela Ellis and proposed 
the toast to Lyme Regis Town 
Council. 


He told a packed Guildhall: 
“As we all know, local govern¬ 
ment is in the throws of 
change where the district 
councils and Dorset County 
Council would be formed into 
a unitary authority and we 
will be asking ourselves of the 
effect - if any - this might 
make on a town council like 
Lyme Regis. 

“The thinking and intention 
of forming into a unitary au¬ 
thority is twofold: one - to cut 
back on costs of maintaining a 
future in local government, 
and two - to simplify the ad¬ 
ministration of the services 
provided.

“For less members will, un¬ 
doubtedly, put more work 
onto the shoulders of those re¬ 
maining. I ask this question: 
‘is it good for democracy?’ 

Mr Tett also referred to town 
councils taking on more local 
services which, upon reflec¬ 
tion, he thought was “not such 


a bad thing”. 

Mr Tett, an independent 
councillor on Bridport Town 
Council and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council with a combined 
service of 32 years, also com¬ 
mented on the role of politics 
in local affairs. 

He continued: “I have never 
regarded myself as a politi¬ 
cian, for in my book politics 
have no part in play in local 


affairs. Councillors are looked 
upon as politicians and politi¬ 
cians have been described as 
‘slippery, evasive and irre¬ 
sponsible liars’.” 

And he added: “I am sure 
that no independent member 
of Lyme Regis Town Council 
subscribes to or want, in any 
shape or form, to be associ¬ 
ated with an expression of this 
kind.”

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Save our stag beetles 

MID to late May marks the time of year when 
stag beetles are likely to be seen, as warmer 
evenings draw them above ground to find a 
mate and reproduce. 

However, despite being Britain's largest 
land beetle, they are also one of Britain's 
rarer beetles. 

Now, the People's Trust for Endangered 
Species (PTES) is offering advice as to how 
gardeners can help make their green spaces 
a haven for stag beetles, to help reverse the 
decline of this iconic insect. 

Stag beetles can reach up to 75mm in size, 
which makes them second largest of all UK 
beetles (after the great diving beetle), but 
also easy to spot! 

Typically, stag beetles live in Britain's gar¬ 
dens, parks, woodland edges and traditional 
orchards, and are prevalent throughout 
southern England. 

However, they are less common in the 
north of England and, due to the chalky soil, 
they are absent from the South Downs. 

PTES is keen to receive records from coun¬ 
ties that border the stag beetles' known 
range, including Devon, Norfolk, Worcester¬ 
shire and Yorkshire. 

• SAVE OUR STAG BEETLES - Top tips for 
gardeners: 1) Create a log pile; 2) Leave dead 
wood in your garden; 3) Reduce dangers; 4) 
Record your sightings.

DON'T LET YOUR MONEY 
SENSE TAKE A HOLIDAY

HOW can you boost spending power and 
avoid losing cash when venturing abroad 
this summer? 

This summer could be tough on holiday¬ 
makers' wallets, with rising living costs and 
recent falls in sterling against other curren¬ 
cies putting a squeeze on the spending 
power of those heading off abroad. 

So how can you supercharge your spend¬ 
ing money? Here are some suggestions: 

• Plan a spending budget: Holidaymakers 
who overspent on their last trip abroad typ¬ 
ically blew the budget by more than £100 
each, according to a survey by Post Office 
Travel Money. Researching costs at your 
destination and planning ahead - perhaps 
by setting a budget for each day you're 
away - could help to stop you overspend¬ 
ing. 

• Choose your plastic wisely: While pay¬ 
ing by plastic can be convenient, the costs 
can soon mount up when paying abroad. 
So check in advance how much your card 
will charge. 

Research by Moneyfacts.co.uk has found 
a typical debit card can charge as much as 
£9.50 for a £200 cash withdrawal abroad, 
while a typical credit card can charge 
nearly £12 for the same transaction. How¬ 
ever, some cards are specifically designed 
for use abroad. 

Rachel Springall, a finance expert at Mon- 
eyfacts.co.uk, says: "Holidaymakers would 
be wise to avoid pricey withdrawal fees and 
instead consider a much more cost-effec¬ 
tive card, particularly if they are frequent 
travellers." 

• Be careful when and where you change 
your cash: Make the most of online tracker 
services that will keep an eye on rates and 
alert you when they improve. 

Waiting to exchange your pounds for hol¬ 
iday cash at the airport can also be expen¬ 
sive. 

• Where will your money go further: If 

you've not booked your destination yet, it 
might be worth considering places where 
the pound could go further. 


Andrew Brown of Post Office Travel 
Money says despite the weakened pound, 
sterling has made gains since a low point 
last October. 

He suggests Turkey, Mexico, Malaysia, 
China and Jamaica could be good bets. 
Bulgaria could also be a good destination 
for wallet watchers. 

• Avoid spending pitfalls: This could hap¬ 
pen when you're paying for goods in shops 
or restaurants while overseas. If you're of¬ 
fered the option of paying in pounds, be 
wary about the exchange rate that will be 
used. 

• Ensure you're insured: Travel insurance 
covers the potentially high cost of medical 
treatment and repatriation if you're injured 
or fall ill abroad. 

While policies vary, in general, travel in¬ 
surance includes emergency medical treat¬ 
ment costs such as hospital charges, 
returning home if you cannot use your orig¬ 
inal ticket and temporary emergency den¬ 
tal treatment to relieve immediate pain. 
Make sure your policy suits your needs, 
such as covering certain sporting activities 
while you're away. 

• Sort your insurance early: If you've just 
forked out hundreds or even thousands on 
a dream trip, make sure you will be covered 
if you're forced to cancel. 

More than half of holidaymakers are giv¬ 
ing up valuable cancellation cover by ar¬ 
ranging their travel insurance at the last 
minute, research suggests. 

More than half (58%) of UK holidaymakers 
who bought their single-trip travel insur¬ 
ance through Gocompare.com last year ar¬ 
ranged their cover within a week of their 
holiday start date - including many who ar¬ 
ranged their cover on the day of departure.

Bitter memory revived for Aussie Harrison! 


BRIDPORT Rugby Club re¬ 
cently held their annual 
club dinner and awards 
presentation when 60 play¬ 
ers and members enjoyed 
an excellent meal and were 
then entertained by guest 
speaker Justin Harrison. 
The former Australian in¬ 
ternational second row who 
was presented with a 
framed picture of Jonny 
Wilkinson’s dropped goal 
which won England the 
2003 World Cup - a game in 
which Harrison played! 

Justin’s talk covered his 
early days playing rugby at 
University in the Northern 
Territories where his 
height made him a natural 
lock forward although at 
one stage it was suggested 
that he wouldn’t make the 
grade. 


It was here that he learnt 
the characteristic Australia 
trait of sledging, going on to 
talk about several more 
colourful episodes of sledg¬ 
ing during his test career 
that spanned 34 caps. 

He related the events lead¬ 
ing up to his international 
debut the third 2001 Lions 
test when he famously stole 
the ball from Martin John¬ 
son on a Lions throw to 
deny them a test victory. 

He touched briefly on the 
2003 World Cup defeat, not 
being sure what he would 
do with his photo of Jonny. 

He took several questions. 
He said he would be sup¬ 
porting the Lions in New 
Zealand with what he 
thought was one of their 
strongest sides. 

He was asked about the 


worst place he had toured 
which he thought was in 
Hawick playing the Bor¬ 
ders Rivers side with Eddie 
Jones as the Australian 
coach. 

This led to a few com¬ 
ments about Eddie Jones 
believing that he was the 
right man for England and 
that he could see England 
winning the 2019 World 
Cup. 

He then presented the 
club awards with both 
Nathan Herbert and Mike 
Pibworth collecting their 
100 appearances ties. The 
main awards were; Donkey 
of the Year - Gareth Thom¬ 
son, Young Player - Ollie 
Levis, Team Player - Mitch 
Waters and finally Club¬ 
man - Juniors Chairman 
Julian Hussey.
